Judge Rules 
Reinecke 
To Be Tried 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
federal judge refused today tc 
dismiss perjury charges aganst 
Lt Gov. Ed Reinecke of Cali­ 
fornia or to transfer his trial 
from Washington to the West 
Coast. 
U.S. District Judge Barring­

Parker said Reinecke 
had not provided sufficient evi­ 
dence to support his charges 
that he had been improperly 
induced by special Watergate 
prosecutors to provide evidence 
that could be used against him 
in his trial, tentatively set to 
begin July 15.

Nixon Makes A Plea 
On Health Care Plan 


KEY BISCAYNE, Fla. fUPI> 
— President Nixon appealed 
today for rapid congressional 
approval of his national health 
insurance program, claiming 
that health care charges will 
continue rising and that every 
American must be assured ade­ 
quate means to meet the cost. 


In a nationwide radio ad­ 
dress, the President also urged 
the health care industry “ to 
take every action at their dis­ 
posal" to hold down prices and 
said failure to move voluntarily 
“ could lead to drastic, congres- 
sionally imposed mandatory 
controls.” 
Nixon acknowledged at the 
outset of his speech that he 
chose to speak out once again 
in pushing the plan he ad­ 
vanced last February because 
the Senate Finance Committee 
is opening hearings tomorrow 
on the whole concept of national 
health insurance, with cosidera- 
tion of some sharply different 
propoeals. 


"Never has the need been 
greater, or the national climate 
more favorable for the develop­ 
ment of a sound consensus on a 
comprehensive 
program 
of 
health insurance than today,” 
Nixon said 


In defending his own ap­ 
proach, the President asserted 
“ It is the only major plan that 
offers extensive, uniform health 
coverage without raising your 
taxes; without severely damag­ 
ing the effective private health 
insurance industry that has 
helped to make this generation 
of Americans the healthiest, 
best-cared for in our history; 
and, without establishing an 
enormous new federal bureauc 
racy.” 
The President chose to speak 
from his bayside villa in Key 
Biscayne where he has spent 
most of the past four days 
vacatioing with his family and 
some close friends. He was 
expected to fly back to the 
White House later in the dav

The horse was able to stand 
alone this morning, but had 
difficulty eating and drinking 
because its head is bruised,

“ Usually one hour upside

“ They were bo th dedicated 
p erso ns,” Hall said. “ They 
lo v ed America a great deal. I 
think what they were do ing was 
try ing to say , •America, wake 
u p .’ They were interested in all 
issu es —eq u ality , the care o f 
the land, the fo o d that we eat, 
p o llu tio n o f the air. wo men's 
rights, p eace. 
“ Ev ery so cial issu e that was 
raised, they were fighting fo r. 
It p ro bably had co me to the 
p o int where they felt so mething 
dram atic had to be do ne,” Hall 
said. 
”1 do no t agree with their 
metho ds.” he said. “ Bu t the 
cau ses they were co cerned 
abo u t were o f co ncern to all o f 
u s.

Hall managed to smile sev er­ 
al times du ring the news co n­ 
ference at the chu rch, bu t Iv an 
No rstrand, his assistant p asto r, 
said. “ He's hu rting.

"They were both dedicated 
p e rs o n s,” Hall said. ‘‘They 
loved .America a great deal. I 
think what they were doing was 
trying to say, ‘America, wake 
up. ’ They were interested in all 
issues —equality, the care of 
the land, the food that we eat. 
pollution of the air. women's 
rights, peace. 
“ E very social issue that was 
raised, they were fighting for 
It probably had come to the 
point where they felt something 
dram atic had to be done.” Hall 
said. 
"I do not agree with their 
m ethods.” he said. "B ut the 
cau ses they w ere cocerned 
about were of concern to all of 
us. I’m trying to rationalize this 
in my mind "

ter's body was not among the 
six rem oved from the charred 
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S ym bionese L iberatio n Arm y 
hideout in Los Angeles. 
"But again, considering the 
events that occurred and con­ 
sidering that her daughter s not 
hack here, she's still a little 
apprehensive and he likewise,” 
he said. 


Earlier, H earst, editor and 
president of the San Francisco 
Exam iner, said he approved of 
the police tactics in trying to 
rout the SLA terrorists from 
their hideout Friday. 


"They tried to get people out 
and they tried to use tear g as,” 
he said, "and they evidently 
were met with a tremendous 
hail of fire. 
‘‘Once those thin g s sta rt, 
there’s no controlling them. I 
don't really see what else they 
could have done. I think it was 
just a m iracle that nobody else 
was h u rt.”

Turkish Crisis 


ANKARA (UPI) - The in­ 
tended withdrawal of the domi­ 
nant Republican People's party

The party, headed by Prim e 
Minister 
Bulent 
Ecevit, said 
yesterday it had decided to pull 
out of the coalition it entered 
four months ago with the ultra- 
conservative National Salvation 
party. 


The rift was caused by the 
opposition of 20 National Salva­ 
tion party deputies to govern­ 
ment-backed clauses in an am ­ 
nesty bill that would have freed 
political prisoners as well as 
crim inals. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - 
Western Missouri flood victims 
hoped the worst was over to­ 
day, in spite of w eather fore­ 
casts predicting a 30 per cent 
chance of more rain. 


Three persons were dead and 
millions of dollars in dam age 
listed in flooding along the Mis­ 
souri River and its tributaries. 


Clay County communities of 
Smithville. Birmingham, Glad­ 
stone and Excelsio Springs, all 
north of the Missouri, suffered 
the most dam age in flooding, as 
a result of seven inches of rain 
in two days. 


“The dam age is going to be 
very, very high," Bill Blair, 
director of em ergency services 
in Clay County, said yesterday.

Expensive Rain 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Pentagon has acknowledged it 
tried to make rain over South 
east Asia for six years.

Michel, said he was "unalter­ 
ably opposed" to resignation 
because "we have a regular 
co n stitu tio n al p ro cess in the 
works ... and if we have faith in 
the whole sy stem , then we 
ought to abide by this norm al 
constitutional process."

Soviet Nuclear Strike 


Weapons Kept In Cuba 


MIAMI (UPI) — A study on 
Soviet nuclear arms strategy 
published today lends credence 
to reports that the USSR main 
tains a permanent nucleat 
strike capability in Cuba whicf 
could wipe out as much as two 
thirds of the United States in 
the event of atomic war. 


The strike capability is in the 
form of ships docked or anc­ 
hored in Cuban waters rather 
than land bases, according to 
experts here 
The report published in book 
from today by the Center for 
Advanced International Studies 
at the University of Miami, said 
the Soviet nuclear strength is 
considered by the Kremlin to 
deter U.S. intervention in the 
Caribbean island. 
The study is authored 
by 
Prof. Foy D. Kohler, former 
U.S. ambassador to Moscow; 
Prof. Mose L. Harvey, director 
of the center; and Dr. Leon 
Goure, 
director 
of 
Soviet 
Studies at fhe center 
For several years. Dr. Mano- 
lo Reyes, Cuban exile civil lead- 


er and newscaster for Miami's 
WTVJ-TV, has appeared before 
various congressional commit­ 
tees with reports from inside 
Cuba concerning Soviet arms 
build-ups. 


Eleven days ago. Dr Reyes 
said he had learned that the 
Soviet 12th naval fleet was anc­ 
hored in Cuban waters. “ It is 
composed of two destroyers, 
one tanker and one ballistic 
m issile 
submarine 
Even 
though this is a diesel (powered) 
sub and not nuclear (powered) 
it carries three nuclear missiles 
called ‘Serb' with a range of 750 
miles," Ryees said. 


In an interview with UPI, Dr. 
Goure said the eight-month 
study of Soviet nuclear arms 
strategy by way of Kremlin 
speeches, publications and 
broadcasts, supports the view 
of Reyes and others that a 
system of relief vessels at Cien- 
fuegos, Cuba, and elsewhere on 
the islands assures a Soviet 
nuclear strike capability in 
Cuba at any given moment.

zagged like sailboats as the 
weather played games with 
them. 
Several of their passengers, 
perhaps not as adept as full­ 
time paraplegics, adopted a 
technique of braking the wind­ 
ward wheel with one hand while 
pumping furiously on the other 
in a futile attempt to move in a 
straight line. 
They found that a hose lying 
across a widewalk was enough 
to bring a wheelchair to a bone- 
jarring halt

at the resentment, real or 
imagined, of the other people in 
the lunch line.

Green 
showed a copy of an inspection 
report that the landlord had 
v iolated the housing code. Rats, 
pests were on the premises, the 
plumbing was bad, there was 
no heat, and the electrical wir­ 
ing was faulty . 
The landlord could not re­ 
mov e Green from the premises 
ev en though he had not paid 
rent nor did he set aside the 
rent to make the repairs. 
In modern society , it is no 
longer realistic to say that the 
landlord no longer has a duty to 
repair 
Repairs in an apart­ 
ment building may be complex 
and ex pensiv e and practically 
impossible for the single tenant 
in a large building to undertake 
by himself. 
Just as other consumers in 
present day society , there is a 
right to rely on the supplier or 
landlord to assure that his prod­ 
uct is “ fit for its intended pur­ 
pose. " 
If the landlord fails to make 
the repairs, a tenant can recov ­ 
er or offset the rent based on 
the “ difference between the fair 
rental v alue and the amount the 
landlord demands." What is the 
fair rental v alue of the unsafe 
or unsanitary premises? The 
tenant must pay the difference 
if any . A tenant has the right to 
withoid a month’s rent to make 
necessary repairs if the land­ 
lord refuses to do so after 
n o tice.

Lichens A Clue 
To Air Pollution 


CORVALLIS, Ore. (UPI) - 
An Oregon State Univ ersity stu­ 
dent research project is being 
carried on in Oregon and Wash­ 
ington to gauge the efficacy of 
tree lichens as indicators of air 
pollution. 
“ The tiny mosslike lichens 
hav e been found to be more 
sensitiv e to air pollution than 
other plants,’’ reported Dr. Wil­ 
liam Denison, botany professor 
and adv iser for the project. 
“ The absence of certain li­ 
chens, for ex ample, can be 
correlated with the presence of 
relativ ely low concentrations of 
certain to x ic p o llu tan ts.

landlords used to bring un­ 
lawful detainer proceedings on 
the failure to pay rent 
The 
defense that the prem ises were 
not in good repair could be 
raised since 1972. but until re­ 
cently had to be brought in a 
different action Now the Cali­ 
fornia Suprem e Court has held 
that the defense can be raised 
in the sam e suit. The landlord 
has to show that the prem ises 
were fit if he wants to remove a 
tenant 
G reen, the ten an t, ag reed 
that he had not paid rent, but 
claimed that the landlord had 
failed to m aintain the prem ises 
in a livable condition. Green 
showed a copy of an inspection 
report that the landlord had 
violated the housing code. Rats, 
pests were on the prem ises, the 
plumbing was bad, there was 
no heat, and the electrical w ir­ 
ing was faulty 
The landlord could not re­ 
move Green from the prem ises 
even though he had not paid 
rent nor did he set aside the 
rent to make the repairs. 
In modern society, it is no 
longer realistic to say that the 
landlord no longer has a duty to 
repair 
Repairs in an ap art­ 
ment building may be complex 
and expensive and practically 
impossible for the single tenant 
in a large building to undertake 
by himself 
Just as other consumers in 
present day society, there is a 
right to rely on the supplier or 
landlord to assure that his prod­ 
uct is “fit for its intended pur­ 
pose ” 
If the landlord fails to make 
the repairs, a tenant can recov­ 
er or offset the rent based on 
the “difference between the fair 
rental value and the amount the 
landlord demands ” What is the 
fair rental value of the unsafe 
or unsanitary premises? The 
tenant must pay the difference 
if any. A tenant has the right to 
withold a month’s rent to make 
necessary repairs if the land­ 
lord 
refuses 
to do so after 
notice.

The Wrist Computer Is Coming 


NEW YORK (BW) - Put your 
Dick Tracy wrist radio in your 
pocket, advises Henry Muilish, 
senior research scientist at 
New York University’s Courani 
Institute of Mathematical Sci­ 
ences. 
In 10 years, he says, virtually 
every American adult and child 
w ill bo wearing a wrist watch- 
size electronic calculator to 
compute anything from grade 
school arithmetic problems and 
household grocery bills to com­ 
plex mathematical problems in 
schools and laboratories. 
Speaking to a seminar on the 
state of the art and future of 
the electronic calculator, Mul- 
lish pointed to what he called 
"exponential” growth in the 
number of units put into use in 
(he United States in recent 
years. 
This growth (from one million 
sold in 1971 to an estimated 12 


to 15 million new calculators 
which will be purchased in 1974) 
coupled with dramatic progress 
in semiconductor technology, 
has resulted in a market de­ 
crease in price in all types of 
electronic calculators. 
The NYU scientist cited (he 
Casio FX-lfl. introduced at the 
seminar, as an example of the 
kind of development which is 
popularizing the machines. 
The FX-10. a new hand held 
scientific calculator, has been 
developed by Casio Inc.. to 
meet the needs of students, 
teachers, engineers, scientists, 
and others who require high 
technical capability in their cal­ 
culators, but who are looking 
for the best value at the lowest 
possible price. 
The new Casio unit sells for 
$99.95, yet it offers 10 of the 
most commonly used higher 
mathematical functions (square 


root, reciprocals, “ P I,” and tri­ 
gonometric and logarithm func­ 
tions) in a compact, versatile 
format. 
Muilish envisions the day 
when every school desk will 
have a calculator built into it. 
much as ink wells used to be 
standard equipment. Lower 
grades will have simple arith 
mctic models, and the sophisti 
cation of the equipment will 
increase as the students move 
up the academic ladder. 
To those who raise the ques­ 
tion of whether using electronic 
aids might create a dependency 
in future generations to the 
point where they would have 
difficulty in doing their figuring 
on their own. Muilish has an 
answer. 
“ Take a child.” he says, 
"who lives within walking dis­ 
tance of his school, but has a 
bicvclc which he rides there.

But Callaway also had on his 
desk a separate issue, a report 
from the A rm y ’s Clemency 
Board that su ggested cu tting 
the sentence to 17 y ears. Look­ 
ing at that issue, Callaway said 
he found two mitigating cir­ 
cu mstances that warranted his 
redu cing the sentence to 10 
y ears. 
First, the Army secretary 
said, “ Calley was o nly o ne 
of a 
number inv o lv ed...to that ex ­ 
tent he was lo o ked at as a 
scapego at.’’ Callaway no ted 
that 13 men were charged with 
crimes at My Lai and fiv e were 
co urt-martialed, altho ugh Cal­ 
ley was the o nly o ne co nv icted. 
The o ther mitigating facto r, 
the Army secretary said, was 
his feeling that “ there was a 
go o d deal o f ev idence Calley 
tho ught he was o bey ing legal 
o rders.” Military law states 
that an illegal o rder must no t 
be carried o ut. The law also 
states that it is illegal to sho o t 
unresisting captiv es whether 
they are civ ilians o r enemy 
tro o ps. 
During Calley ’s o fficer train­ 
ing, he was giv en o ne ho ur o f 
gro up instructio n in the laws o f 
war. Since the My Lai massa­ 


cre, the Army has greatly in­ 
creased the emphasis giv en the 
laws and the importance of 
disobey ing illegal orders. 
Calley contended he was only 
obey ing orders from his su peri­ 
or, Capt. Ernest L. Medina, 
who denied giv ing the order 
and who was found innocent of 
any crime. 
The Army secretary refu sed 
to step into the middle of that 
dispu te but said ev en if the 
order had been issued, Calley 
“ should hav e known it was not 
a law’ful order.’’ 
President Nix on two weeks 
ago rev iewed Callaway ’s action

Under military law a man is 
eligible for parole after serv ing 
one-third of his sentence, which 
would be 40 months in Calley ’s 
case.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
stu dy of policewom en’s per­ 
formance in Washington, where 
they pull the same duty as men, 
shows that women officers gen­ 
erally do as well in tough patrol 
work. 


The Police Fou ndation said 
y esterday that a study of two 
precincts concluded sex is not a 
v alid consideration in hiring or 
assigning police officers. 


Fou ndation President Patrick 
V. Murphy said the stu dy is 
significant becau se the 1972 
Equal Employ ment Opportuni­ 
ty Act requ ires ev ery police 
department to hire and assign 
men and women on an equ al 
basis or “demonstrate there is 
a legitimate occu pational qu ali­ 
fication for not doing so.” 


“ While this ev alu ation mea­ 
su red 
the effectiv eness of 
Washington policewomen on pa­ 
trol. we believ e the resu lts are 
generally useful nationwide," 
said Mu rphy , who form erly 
headed police departments here 
and in New York City . 
The stu dy contained these 
conclusions 
Women and men on patrol 
perform ed generally in the 
same way . There was no differ­ 
ence in their ability to deal with 
v iolent or potentially v iolent 
situ ations. 
Women made fewer arrests 
and gav e fewer traffic tickets 
than the men did. 
But the 
women spent slightly less time 
on patrol. About one fifth of the 
women made more arrests than 
men did. 
More men than women were 
cited for “seriou s u nbecoming 
condu ct."

T hirteen various m easu res 
dealing with rape will be con 
sidered tomorrow in the Assem 
blv Criminal Justice Commit­ 
tee. 
A m ajor Senate-passed bill 
(SB1678) by Sen. Alan Robbins, 
D-North Hollywood, is designed 
to elim inate the need for a rape 
victim to reveal her past sexual 
experiences in a trial. 
The bill would make specific 
instances of the victim ’s pre­ 
vious sexual contacts with per­ 
sons other than the accused 
attacker madm issable as evi­ 
dence in rape trials. 
Robbins has estim ate d as 
many as 80,000 rapes go unre 
ported in California each year 
because women fear being re­ 
quired to reveal intim ate con­ 
ta cts w ith o th er p ersons in 
court. 


Most of the other rape bills 
were drafted by the com m it­ 
tee's staff and authored official­ 
ly by .Assemblyman .Alan Siero- 
ty, D-Los Angeles. 


Among other things, the bills

CHICO (UPI) - William Mat­ 
son Roth of Ross. Democratic 
candidate for governor, today 
accused two front-running ri­ 
vals of running to cover on the 
issue of political reform. 


Roth said in remarks pre­ 
pared for Chico State Universi­ 
ty that Secretary of State Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr., and 
Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti 
‘‘hedge when it comes to active 


support” of Prop. 9, the politi­ 
cal reform initiative on the 
June ballot. 


“ They have called for cam­ 
paign reforms after using office 
staffs for campaigning, accept­ 
ing corporation contributions. 
and urging continued use of a 
multitude of tax avoiding com­ 
mittee,” he said. 
Roth said he fully supports 
the measure. 


The wealthy San Francisco 
business executive told students 
to “ not be fooled by politicians 
in both parties who give lip 
service to reform but run for 
cover when action is needed.” 


Roth also said a ’’revolution 
of imagination” is needed to 
keep democracy strong, and 
urged the students to ’’break 
through the groupie mentality 
of the media and learn fully 


how our system works and how 
to change it.” 


He said the “ revolution” does 
not mean working in "left 
field” nor does it mean working 
within the present system 


“ It does mean changing the 
system in the only way it can 
and should be done,” he said 
“ by playing coalition politics.” 


“ Playing it in the good sense 
that the Democratic party un­ 
der Franklin Roosevelt did — 
helping to bring together the 
disadvantaged, the workers, the 
farmers and the committed,” 
Roth said. 


Roth also said he favored 
decriminalization of marijuana 


and lowering the drinking age 
to 18. 
Roth was on a campaign 
swing through Sacramento Riv­ 
er towns in the northern Cen­ 
tral Valley. 
In Red Bluff, he told a rally 
of supporters that central coor­ 
dination is needed to stop pollu­ 
tion of the environment. 
He called for formation of a 
new environmental protection 
board which would have the 
final say in all environmental 
matters. The board would now 
do the work done by the Office 
of Noise Control, Air Resources 
Board, Transportation Board, 
Solid Waste Management Board 
and Water Resources Board, he 
said.

The federal Fo o d and Drug 
Administratio n, anno uncing the 
recall o f the IUDs, said the 
recall do es no t apply to tho se 
that hav e been inserted. The 
co pper IUDs are being recalled 
because o f co mplaints fro m 
phy sicians that packag es ap­ 
peared to hav e defectiv e seals 
and lacked assurance o f sterili­ 
ty , acco rding to the manufac 
turer, G D. Searle and Co . o f 
Sko kie, Dl. 
The FDA said that no nsterili­ 
ty do es no t necessarily mean 
that the IUDs are co ntaminai- 


ed, but they co uld carry the 
risk o f infectio n. 
Acco rding to Dr. Theo do re D. 
Hiatt o f the co unty Family 
Planning Clinic, o nly sterilized 
co pper IUDs, called CU-7 s, 
were used. A representativ e 
fro m the labo rato ry inspected 
the CU-7 s o n hand at the clinic 
last week and to o k back tho se 
with bro ken seals, he said. 
Dr. Hiatt said no mo re CU-7 s 
wo uld be used until the situa­ 
tio n is clarified.

I have been working as a secretary for the 
past 20 years, and I want to complete seven 
courses in college to earn an AB degree.

What kind of loan would 
be best for me? — S.M. 
Check first with the financial aid counselor 
at the college you plan to attend. Education 
loans range from those guaranteed by the 
government to private plans 
sponsored by banks and other 
lenders, usually at low interest, 
if available. 
I couldn’t advise selling or 
holding your stock without 
knowing the details of your 
portfolio, but you could use it as 
collateral for a loan to reduce 
interest rates. Look also at any 
cash-value insurance you may 
own. Insurance loans frequently 
carry interest rates of 5 or 6 
per cent.

Borrowing the cash was legal 
enough, but your judgment may 


be open to question. If you can’t 
come up with enough trade-in 
value on your old car plus 
enough cash to make a one- 
third payment down, you proba­ 
bly cannot afford to buy a new 
car.

I WOULD like some help 
making out a budget. — M.S. 
Three elements are essential 
in developing a spending plan 
and making it work for you. 
Determine from your check 
stubs and other records how 
and where you are spending 
your money now. Divide spend­ 
ing into 12 to 14 categories — 
food, housing, transportation, 
clothing, etc. 
Analyze current spending and 
decide which categories are out 
of line. Then, divide all of your 
available income among the 
categories, including debt re­ 
payment and savings or invest­ 
ment. 
Keep track to make sure ac­ 
tual spending matches your 
planned spending. From time to 
time you will want to change 
the pattern. Without a record 
you can’t effectively manage 
current and future spending. 


IS IT NECESSARY to obtain 
the services of a lawyer to 
handle federal inheritance tax­ 
es? A lawyer told us that his 
fee, as set by the bar associa­ 
tion, would be the same per­ 
centage of the taxable estate as 
if the estate had gone through 
probate. — W.O. 
A lawyer is not required to 
complete the federal estate tax 
return any more than a CPA 
must compute and file individu­ 
al income tax returns. While 
the federal estate tax return 
appears formidable, a local IRS 
office can and will answer your 
specific questions; the office 
will not fill out the return for 
you. 


If you would like to have a 
lawyer do it, courts have ruled 
that fee schedules set by bar 
associations are not enforcea­ 
ble; you can shop for variation 
in fees.

Court Ruling Is Urged

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
Republican member ask ed the 
House Judiciary Committee to­ 
day to let the courts decide 
whether President Nixon must 
surrender tapes subpoenaed by 
the committee.

George Cleve. knight-in-shin- 
ing-armor-from-San-Jose come 
to the rescue of the San Fran­ 
cisco Symphony in its hour of 
need, dazzled the Saturday 
night crowd at the Marin Veter­ 
ans' 
Memorial Theater in a 
concert illum inated by the 
group's kinetic togetherness. 
Beethoven’s Eighth Sympho­ 
ny is heard so seldom that one 
is led to believe that it sits 
between the Seventh and Ninth 
Sym phonies like a buffering 
piece of felt between two valua­ 
ble plates. 
F ar from it. G eve and his 
keyed-up troops led it out of 
confinement for the romp of its 
uninhibited life. Some of its 
them es might seem naive or 
fatuous in the hands of a con­ 
ductor who thopught it his duty 
to trundle it out for historical 
value; but Cleve, substituting 
for ailing Seiji Ozawa, 
cast 
aside that pale approach in 
favor of nonstop joie de vivre. 
F irst and last m ovem ent 
were whirlwinds of energy. And 
does every symphony have to 
have a “ slow m ovem ent?" A 
moment of morbidity to chasten 
the sp irit0 H ere’s one that does 
not. 
The lum bering tempo of the 
minuet seemed deliciously apt 
That accented upbeat, comical 
as it returns over and over 
again exactly the sam e, was a 
moment to wait for happily, not 
because it was so awfully witty, 
but because it expressed the 
unabashed heartiness and can­ 
dor of the symphony. 


Guest artist Maureen Forres­ 
ter made a suitably noble and 
tragic figure as she declaimed 
the bitter last thoughts of a 
dying queen in Berlioz's “Death 
of Geopatra” Miss Forrester 
and the orchestra made much 
of its strange beauties and 
somewhat static drama. Her 
French diction and their mood- 
diction clarified the stolid text 
and Berlioz's shifting context. 


(Unhappily, Geopatra’s last 
moments, so graphically told on 
stage, were marred by a hap­ 
less blunder offstage. A soloist 
(anonymous) could be distinctly 
heard warm ing up for the 
Strauss that was to follow.) 
Taking sides for or against 
Richard S trauss’s tone poems 
may be a valid preoccupation; 
they m ay not be flawless artis­ 
tic creations and the concept is 
perhaps dated. 
But the San 
F ran cisco 
sym phony 
plays 
them very well, and “Till Eu- 
lonspieger’ is the tightest, best­ 
paced of them all. 


Its little story, which may 
well fade into in sig n ifican ce 
alongside of Puss-in-Boots. is 
skillfully and colorfully told 
through very im aginative in­ 
stru m en ta tio n . The o rc h e stra 
fell into the narrative idiom 
naturally; clarinet, horn, violin, 
drum m ers, 
all 
solo squeaks, 
taunts, threats and laughs were 
perfectly executed. No use a r­ 
guing — it was thrilling. 
Charles Ives was much grati­ 
fied by the approval manifested 
by a San Francisco audience 
when his “ W ashington’s Birth­ 


day" (from his "H olidays" 
Symphony) 
was 
perform ed 
there in 1931. On Saturday, its 
effect in Marin was modest. It 
was pleasantly disturbing in its 
bleak first scene, tenderly 
crafted by the strings. It was 
endearing in the modified row- 
diness of the country dance, the 


familiar quotations from Amer­ 
ican tunes, dreamlike blurrings 
and overlappings of themes. 
Although Ives said that one 
Jew’s harp would not do, that 
he required anywhere from 12 
to 100, we had to be content 
with one and were left to guess 
what 
the effect 
might have 
been if the symphony’s budget 
could have been stretched to 
hire even 12 players of this 
relatively specialized instru­ 
ment for those brief measures. 


As a solo, the part was almost 
inaudible. The brave young 
man who played it doubled on 
the bells, where he showed a 
fine, light touch.

Republican m em ber asked the 
House Judiciary Committee to­ 
day to let the courts decide 
whether President Nixon must 
surrender tapes subpoenaed by 
the comm ittee.

Rodino has shunned th at 
course, a rg u in g the H ouse’s 
power to impeach is drawn 
directly from the Constitution 
and cannot be subverted by an 
order from the judiciary. 


Froehlich said Nixon’s reason 
for refusing to obey the subpoe­ 
nas “ is utterly lacking in legal 
m erit.”

After skipper Cv Lee o f Mili-

Scene fade- 
outs were well executed, and 
title headings for each chapter 
of the documentary were well 
done. 
The historical research neces­ 
sary for the script seemed ex­ 
tensive and visual aids like old 
newspaper clippings and old 
still photographs accompanied 
the narrator's account of San 
R afael’s historical highlights. 
The music was outstanding, 
from the quaint organ tunes 
before the show, to light heart­ 
ed piano rags during 19th Cen­ 
tury scenes, to dram atic pas­ 
sages from Beethoven's Fifth 
Symphony accompanying sen­ 
sational color footage of the Sail 
Rafael Courthouse fire.

In Congress Races

'Mere Technicalities' Work Both Ways 


There is a scramble in bo th 
po litical parties fo r the co n­ 
gressio nal seat fo rmerly held 
by William S. Mailliard. 
Redistricting has co mplicat­ 
ed the scramble, and has made 
mo re likely the electio n o f a 
Demo crat in No v ember. “ Silk 
sto cking” San Francisco neigh­ 
bo rho o ds o f the o ld Six th Dis­ 
trict hav e been replaced by 
heav ily Demo cratic lo w-inco me 
neighbo rho o ds in the new dis­ 
trict (which will beco me the 
Fifth). 
This situ ation has focu sed 
p rincip al attention on the race 
for the Ju ne 4 Democratic nom­ 
ination. 


THE MAN with the big cam­ 
p aign fu nd, and ap p arently the 
front ru nner, is John Bu rton, 
who now serv es in the Califor­ 
nia Assembly and whose broth­ 
er, Philip , is congressman from 
another San Francisco district. 
Pitted against him are Alan 
Dou glas French, a y ou ng San 
Franciscan who ran u nsu ccess­ 
fu lly against M ailliard two 
y ears ago; Alan F. Reev es, 
wrho is making his first bid for 
electiv e office in California bu t 
was an u nsu ccessfu l candidate 
for an at-large congressional 
p ost from Ohio some y ears ago, 
and Terrence V. McGu ire of 
San Rafael, brother of Marin 
Su p erior Cou rt Ju dge E. War­ 
ren McGu ire. This is T. V. 
M cGu ire’s first-ev er bid for 
electiv e office. 
Bu rton has solid su p p ort of 
u nion leaders. (French has 
comp lained that ev en the Car­ 
p enters Unjon, to which he 
belongs, is afraid to su p p ort 
him.) Bu rton is for comp u lsory 
u nionization of all p u blic em­ 
p loy ees, with the right to 
strike. The other three hav e all 
come ou t against it. 
Ex cep t for Bu rton, the candi­ 
dates lack legislativ e ex p eri­ 
ence. Bu t Bu rton’s record in 


the state Assembly is mo re an 
albatro ss aro und his neck than 
a reco mmendatio n. He is o f the 
ty pe o f pro fessio nal po litician 
widely discredited in America 
this y ear. 
Reev es is p olitically knowl­ 
edgeable and has held v ariou s 
consu ltant p ositions with feder­ 
al gov ernment branches. He is 
former western regional direc­ 
tor for manp ower for the De­ 
fense Dep artment. 
Bu t T. V. McGu ire brings the 
freshest look to the race. He 
has “done his homework” and 
can sp eak knowledgeably on 
the imp ortant issu es — energy 
conserv ation, tax ation, gov ern­ 
ment sp ending. 
We think T. V. McGuire de­ 
serv es the v o tes o f Marin Dem­ 
o crats as a man who wo uld 
represent the co unty ’s interests 
and bring a sensible appro ach 
to large natio nal interests. 


ON THE REPUBLICAN side, 
the p rim ary contenders are 
Thomas 0. Cay lor, Jean Mar­ 
garet Wall, and Sean McCar­ 
thy . 
Cay lor is an international 
trade consu ltant and former 
newsp ap er colu mnist and mag­ 
azine editor. He has been ac­ 
tiv e in many San Francisco and 
Northern California civ ic af­ 
fairs, has serv ed on sev eral 
foreign trade missions, and is 
esp ecially knowledgeable in the 
fields of trade and economics. 
Miss Wall is a San Francisco 
attorney sp ecializing in Work­ 
m en’s Comp ensation cases. 
McCarthy is a son of former 
state Sen. John F. McCarthy . 
His only p rev iou s p olitical ac­ 
tiv ity has been as a p rotestor 
against the Vietnam War — 
after his retu rn from army 
serv ice in Vietnam. 
Cay lo r’s qualificatio ns fo r 
co ngressio nal o ffice far o ut­ 
weigh tho se o f either o f his 
o ppo nents, making the cho ice 
fo r Republicans an easy o ne. 


WASHINGTON — Law-and-o rder fe­ 
tishists acro ss the co untry are upset 
abo ut the Supreme Co urt again — this 
time no t their o ld whipping bo y , the 
Warren co urt, but the new, impro v ed 
Nix o n co urt. 
The co urt has thro wn o ut hundreds o f 
co nv ictio ns o btained by Mr. Nix o n’s Jus­ 
tice Department because Mr. Nix o n’s 
atto rney general, Jo hn Mitchell, play ed 
fast and lo o se with the law go v erning 
wiretaps. Thus a who le battalio n o f drug- 
pushers and o ther entrepreneurs in o r­ 
ganized crime will go free — all because 
o f what the go v ernment argued was a 
mere “ technicality .” 


THERE ARE A LOT o f crimes being 
inv estigated and tried in o ur co untry 
these day s which this particular go v ern­ 
ment insists are no t crimes at all, 
because o f mere technicalities. 
Yo u may recall that Jo hn Ehrlichman, 
Mr. Nix o n’s erstwhile do mestic affairs 
aide, to ld the Senate Watergate co mmit­ 
tee almo st a y ear ago that the break-in at 
Daniel Ellsberg’s psy chiatrist's o ffice — 
surely a crime if co mmitted witho ut a 
go o d ex cuse — was perfectly acceptable 
since it was do ne in the name o f “ natio n­ 
al security .” 
Broadly sp eaking, it was his p retense 
that the President can do any thing, 
regardless of the laws, if he sticks the 
“national secu rity ” label on it. In line 
with that, there has been a lot of 


retro spectiv e label-sticking, as bo rne o ut 
by the partial transcripts o f White Ho use 
co nv ersatio ns the President mistakenly 
let us all read. 
Well after the fact, Mr. Nix o n has ev en 
written a letter to the judge in the 
Ellsberg break-in co nspiracy trial to 
co nfirm that he did indeed giv e his 
agents a general franchise in the natio nal 
security field. The judge had asked fo r 
specific ev idence that the defendants 
acted directly o n natio nal security in­ 
structio ns fro m the president. But co nsid­ 
ering the fix he already has go tten 
himself into , Mr. Nix o n’s letter did no t 
admit that he had perso nally autho rized 
such a break-in. Ehrlichman, Charles 
Co lso n, G. Go rdo n Liddy and their three 
Cuban-American co defendants still cling 
to the reed o f natio nal security , but under 
these circumstances it is a weak o ne. 
It is a weak o ne, in fact, whether o r no t 
Mr. Nix o n is willing to certify that he 
paid the burglars’ plane and tax i fare. It 
is so weak because it has been bent and 
bro ken so o ften, especially by this admin­ 
istratio n. As ex ercised, it no lo nger 
means a thing — ex cept, usually , that the 
go v ernment wants to pull ano ther break- 
in o r install ano ther bug fo r which it has 
no legal autho rity . 


THE POINT that matters abo ut the 
Supreme Co urt finding against Jo hn 
Mitchell’s wiretap ev idence, and abo ut 
the claim o f “ natio nal security ” justifica- 
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‘We Demo crats hav e decided no t to ask him to resign his po sitio n.’

But Mitchell, highly anno y ed by any 
co ntro ls at all o n tapping, impro perly 
delegated his autho rity , and hundreds o f 
taps thus were ruled illegal. Fo r the 
really tricky cases, the White Ho use 
reso rted to the natio nal security pretex t 


and, fo r the trickiest o f all, it by passed 
the Justice Department entirely , sending 
o ut its o wn secret detectiv es. 
The abuses so lo ng alleged and flo w so 
co nclusiv ely pro v en demand that Co n­ 
gress fo llo w up its impeachment pro ceed­ 
ings by tightening the laws o n surv eil­ 
lance and elminating “ natio nal security ” 
as a co nv enient deto ur aro und tho se 
laws. 
There sho uld be no tapping in this 
co untry , fo r any reaso n, witho ut a co urt 
o rder o btained o n the swo rn applicatio n 
o f a high o fficial who will be held directly 
respo nsible fo r its v alidity . There sho uld 
be no po lice activ ity ex cept by legally 
created po lice agencies, and the chief 
o fficers o f tho se agencies must be direct­ 
ly acco untable fo r all their do ings. The

THE MAN with the big cam­ 
paign fund, and apparently the 
front runner, is John Burton, 
who now serves in the Califor­ 
nia Assembly and whose broth­ 
er, Philip, is congressman from 
another San Francisco district. 


Pitted against him are Alan 
Douglas French, a young San 
Franciscan who ran unsuccess­ 
fully against M ailliard two 
years ago; 
.Alan F. 
Reeves, 
who is making his first bid for 
elective office in California but 
was an unsuccessful candidate 
for an at-large congressional 
post from Ohio some years ago. 
and Terrence V. McGuire of 
San Rafael, brother of Marin 
Superior Court Judge E. War­ 
ren McGuire. This is T. V. 
M cG uire’s first-ever bid for 
elective office. 
Burton has solid support of 
union leaders. (French has 
complained that even the Car­ 
penters 
Union, 
to 
which he 
belongs, is afraid to support 
him.) Burton is for compulsory 
unionization of all public em ­ 
ployees. 
with the right to 
strike. The other three have all 
come out against it. 
Except for Burton, the candi­ 
dates lack legislative experi­ 
ence. But Burton’s record in 


the state Assembly is more an 
albatross around his neck than 
a recommendation. He is of the 
type of professional politician 
widely discredited in America 
this year. 
Reeves is politically knowl­ 
edgeable and has held various 
consultant positions with feder­ 
al government branches. He is 
former western regional direc­ 
tor for manpower for the De­ 
fense Department. 
But T. V. McGuire brings the 
freshest look to the race. He 
has “done his homework” and 
can speak knowledgeably on 
the important issues —■ energy 
conservation, taxation, govern­ 
ment spending. 
We think T. V. McGuire de­ 
serves the votes of Marin Dem­ 
ocrats as a man who would 
represent the county’s interests 
and bring a sensible approach 
to large national interests. 


ON THE REPUBLICAN side, 
the prim ary contenders are 
Thomas 0. Caylor, Jean Mar­ 
garet Wall, and Sean McCar­ 
thy. 
Caylor is an international 
trade consultant and former 
newspaper columnist and mag­ 
azine editor. He has been ac­ 
tive in many San Francisco and 
Northern California civic af­ 
fairs, has served on several 
foreign trade missions, and is 
especially knowledgeable in the 
fields of trade and economics. 
Miss Wall is a San Francisco 
attorney specializing in Work­ 
m en’s Com pensation cases. 
McCarthy is a son of former 
state Sen. John F. McCarthy. 
His only previous political ac­ 
tivity has been as a protestor 
against the Vietnam War — 
after his return from army 
service in Vietnam. 
Caylor’s qualifications for 
congressional office far out­ 
weigh those of either of his 
opponents, making the choice 
for Republicans an easy one. 


WASHINGTON — Law-and-order fe­ 
tishists across the country are upset 
about the Supreme Court again — this 
time not their old whipping boy, the 
Warren court, but the new, improved 
Nixon court. 
The court has thrown out hundreds of 
convictions obtained by Mr. Nixon's Jus­ 
tice Department because Mr. Nixon’s 
attorney general, John Mitchell, played 
fast and loose with the law governing 
wiretaps. Thus a whole battalion of drug- 
pushers and other entrepreneurs in or­ 
ganized crime will go free — all because 
of what the government argued was a 
mere “technicality.” 


THERE ARE A LOT of crimes being 
investigated and tried in our country 
these days which this particular govern­ 
ment 
insists are not crimes at all, 
because of mere technicalities. 
You may recall that John Ehrlichman. 
Mr 
Nixon's erstwhile domestic affairs 
aide, told the Senate Watergate commit­ 
tee almost a year ago that the break-in at 
Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist’s office — 
surely a crime if committed without a 
good excuse — was perfectly acceptable 
since it was done in the name of “nation­ 
al security.” 
Broadly speaking, it was his pretense 
that the 
President can do anything, 
regardless of the laws, if he sticks the 
“ national security" label on it. In line 
with that, there has been a lot of 


retrospective label-sticking, as borne out 
by the partial transcripts of White House 
conversations the President mistakenly 
let us all read. 
Well after the fact, Mr. Nixon has even 
written a letter to the judge in the 
Ellsberg break-in conspiracy trial to 
confirm that he did indeed give his 
agents a general franchise in the national 
security field. The judge had asked for 
specific evidence that the defendants 
acted directly on national security in­ 
structions from the president. But consid­ 
ering the fix he already has gotten 
himself into, Mr. Nixon’s letter did not 
admit that he had personally authorized 
such a break-in. Ehrlichman, Charles 
Colson, G. Gordon Liddy and their three 
Cuban-American codefendants still cling 
to the reed of national security, but under 
these circumstances it is a weak one. 
It is a weak one, in fact, whether or not 
Mr. Nixon is willing to certify that he 
paid the burglars’ plane and taxi fare. It 
is so weak because it has been bent and 
broken so often, especially by this admin­ 
istration. 
As exercised, it no longer 
means a thing — except, usually, that the 
government wants to pull another break- 
in or install another bug for which it has 
no legal authority.

Mountain Play Association used the 
MMW’D “Quarry” parking lot above the 
Mountain Theatre, shuttle buses were 
used, and many people hiked to the 
Mountain Plav. . .

that the government increasingly makes 
a habit of tromping on the Constitution. 
That applies specifically to the Fourth 
Amendment, which says, “The right of 
the people to be secure in their persons, 
houses, papers and effects, against un­ 
reasonable searches and seizures, shall 
not be violated, and no warrants shall 
issue but upon probable cause, supported 
by oath or affirmation, and particularly 
describing the place to be searched, and 
the persons or things to be seized. ” 


The high court seven years ago af­ 
firmed that that language covers tapping 
and other such surveillance. Now the law 
conforms, requiring the attorney general 
himself to approve all taps except those 
involving national security. 


But Mitchell, highly annoyed by any 
controls at all on tapping, improperly 
delegated his authority, and hundreds of 
taps thus were ruled illegal. For the 
really tricky cases, the White House 
resorted to the national security pretext 


and, for the trickiest of all, it bypassed 
the Justice Department entirely, sending 
out its own secret detectives. 
The abuses so long alleged and now so 
conclusively proven demand that Con­ 
gress follow up its impeachment proceed­ 
ings by tightening the laws on surveil­ 
lance and elminating “national security” 
as a convenient detour around those 
laws. 
There should be no tapping in this 
country, for any reason, without a court 
order obtained on the sworn application 
of a high official who will be held directly 
responsible for its validity. TTiere should 
be no police activity except by legally 
created police agencies, and the chief 
officers of those agencies must be direct­ 
ly accountable for all their doings. The 
“ national security” exception should be 
abolished, period. 
A year or two ago, some Americans 
could argue in good faith that these vast 
loopholes in the law served a legitimate 
purpose. No longer.

IN MIDEAST: If Kissinger diplomacy 
can get a Syrian-Israeli disengagement

1—1The United States u ill have proved 
itself the most influential nation in the 
entire Middle East, a trusted friend of 
both the Arabs and Israelis. 


2—It 
will enable Egypt’s President 
Anwar Sadat to publicly and formally 
transform his past reliance upon Moscow 
into a new alliance with the United 
States 


3—It will enhance the prospects of a 
permanent peace settlement and remove 
the greatest danger of a military confron­ 
tation between the Soviet Union and the 
United States. 
4—It will demonstrate that the burdens 
of Watergate do not prevent the president 
from successfully carrying through cru­ 
cial and delicate foreign negotiations. 


THE ROLE OF ANDREI GROMYKO 
The Russians, for their part, have been 
seeking to block disengagement, and 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko, trav­ 
eling behind and around Secretary of 
State Kissinger, has been busy at his 
work. 
But the Kremlin has stepped back from 
pledging to Syria massive and direct 
military assistance without which Syria 
could not effectively renew the war. 
Why? The best guess is that because of 
fear of war with China, Moscow could not 
risk having major forces tied down in the 
Middle East.

Soviet Spring 
Planting Lags 


W ASHINGTON 
(U PI) - 
Planting of spring crops in the 
Soviet Union is running behind 
last y ear’s pace but apparently 
is "near norm al," an Agricul­ 
ture Department report indi­ 
cates. 


The agency ’s Foreign Agri­ 
culture Service said in a report 
that 156.4 m illion acres of 
spring crops had been planted 
in the Soviet Union by May 6 
including 93.4 million acres of 
grain 


Officials said the spring seed­ 
ing was about a week behind 
the ‘‘excellent’’ pace last y ear, 
and about 3-1 day s behind 1972. 
However, this y ear’s pace was 
about 4 to 5 day s ahead of the 
rate reported in 1970 and 1971.

The fellow who told me 
about this said American doctors will not use 
these medications because they are big on 
surgery . WcTJ be in Europe this summer, and 
I wondered if it was worth my while to try to 
find some of these drugs." 
One of the first tricks used by q uacks and 
doctors of q uestionable integrity is to discred­ 
it ethical and reliable phy si- 
cians. First of all, a doctor will 
recommend surgery only when 
it is necessary and after he has 
tried conservative measures. 


Protestants 
Paralyze 
N. I reland 


BELFAST (UPI) - Armed 
Protestants paraly zed Northern 
Ireland today in the most pow­ 
erful display of civil disobedi­ 
ence in the province's recent 
history . 
Thousands of hijacked cars 
and trucks blocked all main 
roads and railway lines. Gangs 
carry ing clubs forced pedestri­ 
ans off the sidewalks in Belfast. 
In the eastern section of the 
city , residents said Protestants 
were patrolling the streets with 
rifles and pistols and sniper 
positions were being set up to 
protect roadblocks 
Police said trees chopped 
down during the night littered 
rural roads and highway s and 
that some communities were 
completely cut off from the 
outside world 
Milk and bread producers 
said they were being forced to 
halt deliveries because their 
truck drivers feared for their 
safety . Electricity officials said 
power supplies slumped to the 
critical 40 per cent level. 
The lis te r Workers’ Council 
(UWC) which claim s 300,000 
militant followers, called a "to­ 
tal strike" to force new elec­ 
tions to reverse current govern­ 
ment policies of sharing power 
with the Roman Catholic minor­ 
ity . 
Men wearing the paramili­ 
tary uniform of the Protestant 
U lster Defense Association 
(UDA) started throwing up the 
barricades at midnight 
The move followed the gov­ 
ernm ent's declaration of a state 
of emergency Sunday , giving it 
the right to call in troops to 
operate factories and plants. 
Government officials did not 
react immediately to the chal­ 
lenge. But government sources 
said the Protestant militants’ 
action took Northern Ireland 
Catholic-Protestant strife closer 
to a showdown than it has been 
in five y ears of violence. 
The latest of the 1,022 persons 
to die in the fighting was Catho­ 
lic Joe Shaw, 22, married to a 
Protestant and shot to death in 
his Protestant-dominated neigh­ 
borhood Saturday night. 
The general strike call culmi­ 
nated six day s of Protestant 
industrial walkouts that closed 
four of the Province's five pow­ 
er stations and brought it close 
to a blackout. Business and 
industry also slowed down. 
Police said uniformed men 
hijacked vehicles and blocked 
four major highway s into Ban­ 
gor, a resort 10 miles east of 
Belfast late Sunday and turned 
back traffic in all directions. 
O ther UDA men ‘‘com m an­ 
d eered ’’ private autom obiles 
for use as roadblocks in the 
Protestant stronghold of east 
Belfast, site of UDA headq uar­ 
ters.

MORE THAN two y ears ago, 
the May o Clinic published re­ 
ports on a chemical capable of 
dissolving gallstones. The drug, 
which is called chenodeoxy chol- 
ic acid, worked on a few people, 
but it had to be taken for at 
least six months. The investiga­ 
tors believed more research 
was needed before the drug 
could be recommended. In my 
opinion, it is easier to have the 
diseased gallbladder and its 
stones removed surgically . Dis­ 
solving the stones leaves the 
diseased gallbaldder, a situa­ 
tion that at best, offers tempo­ 
rary improvement. 
Using medicine, a hormone 
as a rule, to shrink an enlarged 
prostate is of very little value 
in the usual and most common 
form of enlargement which is 
due to age. The situation is 
different when the enlargement 
is due to an infection. Prostatic 
m assage, plus antibiotics or 
sulfonamides, lead to shrinkage 
as the infection subsides. 


A PHYSICIAN'S reputation 
depends on his ability to cure 
his patients with safe, easy , and 
effective remedies. Surgery is 
not needed or advised when 
medicines do the trick. Ob­ 
viously , there are rotten apples 
in all professions, but we should 
not blame the 97 per cent of 
phy sicians who are honest and 
dedicated men and women.

Quacks Usually Found Behind 
Stories About 'Miracle' Cures 


A Detroit reader wTites: “ Is it true that 
European physicians have medicines that will 
dissolve gallstones and shrink an enlarged 
prostrate gland9 The fellow who told me 
about this said American doctors will not use 
these medications because they are big on 
surgery. W ell be in Europe this sum m er, and 
I wondered if it was worth my while to try to 
find some of these drugs.” 
One of the first tricks used by quacks and 
doctors of questionable integrity is to discred­ 
it ethical and reliable physi- 
cians. First of all, a doctor will 
recom mend surgery only when 
it is necessary and after be has 
tried conservative m easures. 


MORE THAN two years ago. 
the Mayo Clinic published re­ 
ports on a chemical capable of 
dissolving gallstones. The drug, 
which is called chenodeoxvchol- 
ic acid, worked on a few- people, 
but it had to be taken for at 
least six months. The investiga­ 
tors 
believed 
more 
research 
was needed before the drug 
could be recommended In my 
opinion, it is easier to have the 
d iseased g allb la d d e r and its 
stones removed surgically. Dis­ 
solving the stones leaves the 
diseased gallbaldder, a situa­ 
tion that at best, offers tem po­ 
rary improvement. 
Using medicine, a hormone 
as a rule, to shrink an enlarged 
prostate is of very little value 
in the usual and most common 
form of enlargem ent which is 
due to age. The situation is 
different when the enlargem ent 
is due to an infection. Prostatic 
m assag e, plus an tib io tics or 
sulfonamides, lead to shrinkage 
as the infection subsides.

In the same month two fishermen in Missis­ 
sippi were taken aboard a UFO by “ crab 
m en" who subjected them to some sort of 
physical exam ination, then released them. 
One of the men la ter passed a lie detector 
test. F a ct or fiction? 
Beings from aboard a UFO 
showed 
a 
New 
H am pshire 
housewife a “ sta r m ap” which 
she la ter drew under hypnosis 
and which showed actual stars 
the woman couldn’t at the time 
have known existed. Fa ct or 
fiction 
These, and other cases like 
them, a re reported by busband- 
wife team . Roy and Judy Blum, 
who started looking into UFO’s, 
they 
say, 
with 
open 
minds. 
They claim to still have them. 
“ My mind’s very open as to 
the final interpretation of the 
UFO phenomenon,” said Blum 
in an interview. A 42-year-old 
New Yorker, form er Fullbright 
scholar and Russian language 
expert, he has written three 
novels, 
including two science 
fiction works well received by 
the critics. 
But his latest book, “ Beyond 
E a rth ; 
M an’s C onta ct with 
UFO’s ,” isn't fiction but fact, 
he says. He submits the evi­ 
dence and the reader makes up 
his own mind. C!onsider some of 
the evidence. 
On the night of Oct. 18, 1973, 
Army 
Capt. 
L a w rence 
J. 
Coyne, 36. was piloting a Huey 
helicopter uith three other re­ 
servists aboard on a flight from 
Columbus to Clevelanii, Ohio. 
.Suddenly, at an altitude of 2,500 
feet, the captain and crew saw 
a red light approaching on a 
collision course. Ckijme, a veter­ 
an of 20 y ea rs of m ilita ry 
flying, put the helicopter into a 
dive to avoid hitting or being 
hit by the object. 
The helicopter dropped 2,000 
feet. 
Meanwhile, the mystery 
object appeared to stop momen­ 
tarily about .500 feet above the 
helicopter 
“ We never saw anj-thing like 
it before," said Coyne. “ It was 
a 
cigar-shaped 
craft 
with 
a 
glowing steady red light on its 
leading 
edge. 
A green 
light 
emitted from the rear of the 
craft filled our cabin with a 
green glow. It was eerie.” 
What was even more eerie 
was 
tha t 
when 
the 
UFO 
“ streaked away’’ Coyne discov­ 
ered 
that the helicopter had 
nsen some 2,000 feet from the 
low point reached in its dive, 
though none of the crew had 
felt the gravitational pull nor­ 
mally felt when a helicopter 
rises. 
This case, say Roy and Judy 
Blum, has been investigated by 
ihe U.S. Army and other re­ 
searchers and the only “ nor­ 
m al" explanation offered was 
the casual suggestion by one 
astronomer that the helicopter 
crew may have been “ hallucin­ 
ated." 
On Oct. 11. 1973, in the now- 
celebrated case of the crab men 
of P a sg a g o u la , 4 2 -y ea r-o ld 
Charles Hickson and 19-year-old 
Calvin Parker said they were 
accosted by a UFO while fish­ 
ing, 
"floa ted” 
aboard 
it 
by 
creatures 
with 
leathery’ 
skin 
and pincers for hands, and sub­ 
jected to a head-to-toe exam ina­ 
tion by a “ giant eye” 
The Blums quote a report of a 
lie detector test, taken by Hick­ 
son, two weeks after the experi­ 
ence, in which the polygraphist 
concluded 
that 
Hickson 
“ be­ 
lieved” he was telling the truth 
But was the truth that the 
exp erien ce, though re a l, o c­ 
curred only in the minds of the 
two men'* 


To this question, Roy Blum 
replied: “ I believe that their 
experience was the result of an 
external stim ulus." He refused 
to speculate about the nature of 
the stimulus. 


However, the Blums a ren’t so 
coy in their book where it’s 
made plain that they favor the ‘ 
theory that UFO’s are space­ 
craft. And, they suggest, we 
may have a pretty good clue 
w here som e of them ca m e 
from. 


The Blums cite research by 
an 
Ohio grade three school­ 
teacher, M arjorie Fish, on a 
“ sta r m ap” drawn under hyp­ 
nosis in 1963 by Mrs. Betty Hill 
of Portsmouth, N.H. Mrs. Hill, 
with 
her now deceased hus­ 
band. 
Barney, 
allegedly was 
taken aboard a UFO, examined 
by “ humanoids," and released. 
The map was said to be a 
reproduction of one which the 
LTO commander had shown 
Betty Hill, indicating a certain 
planetary system as his cra ft’s 
home base. 


Mrs. 
Fish 
claim s to have 
identified the stars in the map 
as parts of actual constellations 
which, 
in some cases, 
were 
unknown to astonomers when 
the map was drawm. 
“ No astronomer on earth be- 
teween 1961 and 1964 could have 
known that,” Dr. Allen Hynek, 
head of the astronomy depart­ 
ment at Northwestern Universi­ 
ty. Evanston. 111., is reported to 
have said of certain features of 
the map. 
The UFO’s home base, a c­ 
cording to the map, is a planet 
orbiting one of two stars, identi­ 
fied as Zeta Renticula One and 
Two. Both are a mere 30 light 
years from earth (a light year 
being the distance that light, at 
a speed of 186,000 miles per 
second, travels in one year.) 
That’s a long trip. But, as 
Roy and Judy Blum see it, 
evidently not too fa r for som e­ 
body who really wants to pay 
vou a visit.

In October 1973, a U.S. Army helicopter 
over Ohio m et a UFO that whisked it 2,000 
feet straight up, though at the time the 
helicopter’s controls were set in the dive 
position. Fact or fiction? 
In the sam e month two fishermen in Missis­ 
sippi were taken aboard a UFO by “ crab 
m en” who subjected them to some sort of 
physical exam ination, then released them. 
One of the men later passed a lie detector 
test. Fact or fiction? 
Beings from aboard a UFO 
showed

H am pshire 
housewife a “ star m ap” which 
she later drew under hypnosis 
and which showed actual stars 
the woman couldn't at the time 
have known existed. Fact or 
fiction? 
These, and other cases like 
them, are reported by husband- 
wife team, Roy and Judy Blum, 
who started looking into UFO’s, 
they 
say, 
with open 
minds. 
They claim to still have them. 
“ My m ind’s very open as to 
the final interpretation of the 
UFO phenomenon," said Blum 
in an interview. A 42-year-old 
New Yorker, form er FuIIbright 
scholar and Russian language 
expert, he has written three 
novels, including two science 
fiction works well received by 
the critics. 
But his latest book, “ Beyond 
E a rth : 
M an’s C ontact with 
UFO’s,” isn’t fiction but fact, 
he says. He submits the evi­ 
dence and the reader makes up 
his own mind. Consider some of

replied: “ I believe that their 
experience was the result of an 
external stim ulus." He refused 
to speculate about the nature of 
the stimulus.

But was the truth that the 
experience, though real, oc­ 
curred only in the minds of the 
two m en0 


The Blums cite research by 
an Ohio grade three school­ 
teacher, M arjorie Fish, on a 
“ star m ap" drawn under hyp­ 
nosis in 1963 by Mrs. Betty Hill 
of Portsmouth, N.H. Mrs. Hill, 
with her now deceased hus­ 
band, 
Barney, allegedly was 
taken aboard a UFO, examined 
by “ hum anoids," and released 
The map was said to be a 
reproduction of one which the 
L.TO com m ander had shown 
Betty Hill, indicating a certain 
planetary system as his c ra ft’s 
home base.

Fish claims to have 
identified the stars in the map 
as parts of actual constellations 
which, 
in some cases, 
were 
unknown to astonomers when 
the map was drawn. 
“No astronom er on earth be- 
teween 1961 and 1964 could have 
knowrn th at,” Dr Allen Hvnek, 
head of the astronomy depart­ 
ment at Northwestern Universi­ 
ty, Evanston, III , is reported to 
have said of certain features of 
the map. 
The UFO's home base, ac­ 
cording to the map, is a planet 
orbiting one of two stars, identi­ 
fied as Zeta Renticula One and 
Two. Both are a mere 30 light 
years from earth (a light year 
being the distance that light, at 
a speed of 186,000 miles per 
second, travels in one year.) 
T hat’s a long trip. But, as 
Roy and Judy Blum see it, 
evidently not too far for som e­ 
body who really wants to pay 
vou a visit.

SACRAMENTO (UPD - A 
California Milk Advisory Board 
spokesman says the week-long 
fluid milk boycott, which ended 
Saturday, failed to score a m a­ 
jor im pact on state milk con­ 
sumption 
“ At this point,” said Kenneth 
Holi, “ we are under the im pres­ 
sion that the boycott has had a 
very 
lim ited 
influence 
on 
sales.” 
He said a survey of Bay Area 
superm arkets and chain stores 
showed milk consumption did 
not drop during the boycott. 
Official statistics for the week 
were not yet available. 
E ight C alifornia consum er 
groups launched the boycott on 
M other's Day to protest price 
increases granted by the state 
D epartm ent of Food and Agri­ 
culture. They asked consum ers 
to “ fight and sw itch” by buying 
powdered milk rather than fluid 
milk 
The groups hoped to put buy- 
ing-power pressure on milk pro­ 
ducers. processors and retailers 
and possibly get a price roll­ 
back. 
Lucy Fried, coordinator of 
the Los Angeles-based Coalition 
for Economic Survival, said the 
boycott was a “ sm ashing suc­ 
cess” politically because milk 
prices had become an issue. 
“ By the time the prim ary 
election is here there won’t be a 
candidate around 
who 
won't 
come out in support of a milk 
price rollback,” she said. 
Hoi! said it would be about 60 
days before anyone w-ould have 
figures to assess the boycott.

Summit With Sadat 


LONDON ft'P I - Soviet P ar­ 
ty Secretary Leonid I Brezhnev 
is seeking an early summit with 
E gypt's President Anwar Sadat 
to ease their severely strained 
re latio n s, diplom atic sources 
said today. 


The Kremlin has taken the 
initiative toward conciliation to 
win back some of its lost influ­ 
ence in the Middle East and to 
counter a feared American ad 
vance in the region, they said. 


The Soviets were said to be 
anxious to restore communica 
tions with Cairo before the Mid­ 
dle East peace negotiations get 
underw ay in G eneva w here 
Moscow intends to play an ac­ 
tive role 


O v ertu res w ere m ade last 
week by Russia's new Ambas­ 
sador to Cairo Vladimir Poly­ 
akov who went out of his way to 
deny that a crisis existed be­ 
tween their two countries. 


Polyakov, 
asked about 
the 
possibility of a high level m eet­ 
ing, told newsmen that such 
meetings “ are in line with the 
interests of the Arab and Soviet 
people.” 
Brezhnev was said to be anx­ 
ious to speak to Sadat in Mos­ 
cow, but a Cairo meeting, possi­ 
bly with one of the Soviet key 
leaders was not ruled out. the 
sources said 


But. if President Nixon were 
to visit the Middle East includ­ 
ing Cairo as reported in Wash­ 
in g to n — B re zh n e v h im se lf 
might make the trip to balance 
the American move. 


The rift between Cairo and 
Moscow is weighing heavily on 
Kremlin policy m akers, accord­ 
ing to the sources. The Kremlin 
was said to be worried that 
Russia's future role in the Mid­ 
dle East would be heavily un­ 
dercut if Egypt 
maintains a 
hostile line and m akes its policy 
shift toward the I'ruted States 
perm anent. 


Sadat already has indicated 
he is prepared to mend the rift 
with Moscow on the basis of 
Soviet non in te rfe re n c e and 
Egyptian non alignment 
The informants let if lie un 
derstood that at this stage the 
Kremlin would 
be willing to 
accept Sadat's term s to break 
the isolation from Egypt. 
Moscow has been trying to 
line up a counter bloc in the 
Middle East based on Syria, 
Iraq and more recently Libya, 
but apparently feels this is not 
the answer to securing her in­ 
fluence in the Middle East in 
the long run 
Sadat now is in a com para­ 
tively strong position to negoti­ 
ate with Moscow against the 
background of his fast improv- j 
mg relations and cooperation 
with the t'nited States

(UPI) - The 
controversy over the teaching 
of evolution still rages in Ten­ 
nessee and the debate shifted 
over the weekend to the old 
brick courthouse wtere John T. 
Scopes was convicted in the 
famous "m onkey trial” nearly 
50 years ago. 
The la te st a rg u m e n ts are 
over a 1973 Tennessee law re­ 
quiring the state public schbol 
textbooks to include all theories 
of evolution as well as the 
Biblical version. 
Scopes, who died in 1970 at 
Shreveport, 
L a , 
was 
hauled 
into court in 1925 for teaching 


D arw in ’s 
th eo ry 
th at 
m an 
evolved from monkeys. He was 
defended by Clarence Darrow 
and prosecuted by William Jen­ 
nings Bryan. 
The w eekend d e b ate was 
sponsored by the University of 
Tennessee Philosophy D epart­ 
ment and the Rhea County His­ 
torical Society. The debaters 
were professors. 
“The most recent Tennessee 
legislatioon violates one of the 
most cherished freedoms —the 
freedom of religion.” said Fred­ 
erick 
Le Clereque, 
associate 
professor of law and assistant 
director of the legal clinic of 


the University of Tennessee. 
“ The founding fathers, great 
men like Thomas Jefferson and 
Jam es Madison, intended the 
First Amendment to build a 
w all of sep a ra tio n betw een 
church 
and 
state." Clereque 
said. 
“The Tennessee textbook law 
breaches this w'all of separation 
by introducing religious doc­ 
trines in the classroom ,” said 
the author of an article on 
creationist textbook laws in the 
Vanderbilt University law re­ 
view. 
Robert O'Bannon. associate 
professor of biologz at Lee Col­ 


lege at Cleveland. Tenn., and 
lecturer on the Bible and the 
sciences, contended textbooks 
should either include all theo­ 
ries of m an’s evolution or ig­ 
nore every theory of the evolu­ 
tion of man. 
“ The creation-evolution issue 
is not an argum ent between 
religion and science, in that 
both theories of origin are in­ 
capable of being affirm ed or 
denied by traditional scientific 
m ethodology,” O’Bannon said. 
Charles F. Ogilvie, associate 
professor of history' at the Uni­ 
versity of Tennessee at M artin 
and author of a book on the 


Scopes trial, argued that any 
“ religious 
in d o c trin a tio n ” 
must be avoided in the tax 
supported schools. 
“ The 
U.S. 
Constitution de­ 
m ands governm ental neutrality 
on religion,” Ogilvie said, “ And 
numerous laws and court deci­ 
sions have made it clear that 
religious indoctrination both di­ 
rect and indirect, is out of place 
in the tax-supported schools. 
“ What continues to be debat­ 
ed is whether the requirem ent 
of neutrality prohibits also in­ 
struction that is anti-religious, 
either directly or by im plica­ 
tion, or both,” Ogilvie said.

After 15 holes of y esterday ’s 
round, play ed in hot, humid, 
windy weather, those three 
golfers were deadlocked at 
three under par. 
At that point, howev er, Curl 
rolled in a 30-foot putt on the 
16th green which boosted him in 
front and by the time he had 
parred the final two boles and 
had retreated under a shade 
tree to await the final shots of 
Nicklaus and Cortney behind 
him he had built a two-shot 
lead.

Curl's Dream Comes True 


FORT WORTH. Tex. OUPI) - 
When it comes to finding people 
who have their fondest wishes 
materialize, a person needs go 
no farther than Rodney Dean 
Curl. 31, a short, chunky Wintu 
Indian who is now one of the 
hottest things going on the pro­ 
fessional golf tour. 
Curl emerged as No. 1 yester­ 
day from the best field the 
Professional Golfer s Associa­ 
tion could muster for its first 
designated tournament and in 
so doing held off the challenge 
of the man who makes most 
pros quake — Jack Nicklaus. 


The 5-foot-5 Curl edged Nick­ 
laus by a stroke to win the 
Colonial National Tournament 
and the $50,000 that went with it 
and thus brought to life a 
dream he had had the night 
before 
Nicklaus was forced to roll in 
a 12-foot birdie putt on the final 
hole just to break a tie with 
Chuck Courtney for second 
place. Nicklaus, with a final 
round 68 and a 72-hole total of 
three-under 277. won $28,500 
while Courtney — who began 
the day two shots in front of the 
field — captured third place 


money of $17,750 with a 278 
total. 
The only other golfer to finish 
under par for the tournament 
was 54-year-old Julius Boros, a 
two-time champion over the 
tough course, who closed with a 
68 for a 279 score. He pocketed 
$11,750. 
Lee Trevino, who came with­ 
in two shots of the lead before 
running afoul of the final holes, 
shot an even-par 280 and won 
$10,250 in this second richest 
tournament played in 1974. 
“I dreamed I would beat 
Nicklaus by a stroke,” said 
Curl, who fired a two-under 68 
yesterday to come from two 
strokes off the lead and finish 
with a four-under 276 over the 


exacting Colonial Country Club 
course. 
Curl began the final round of 
the Colonial two strokes back of 
Courtney, and one stroke be­ 
hind Curl was Nicklaus. 
After 15 holes of yesterday’s 
round, played in hot, humid, 
windy weather, those three 
golfers were deadlocked at 
three under par. 
At that point, however, Curl 
rolled in a 30-foot putt on the 
16th green which boosted him in 
front and by the time he had 
paired the final two holes and 
had retreated under a shade 
tree to await the final shots of 
Nicklaus and Cortney behind 
him he had built a two-shot 
lead.
